The police have found drugs conceal- 
ed in a womans hair, hidden under 
postage stamps on a letter, sewn in 
neckties or some other part of cloth-

“Problem For Far East 


Food Production Stationary While 
Population In Orient Is 
Increasing 


Five hundred million people of the 
Far East will face the stark reality 
of food shortage within the next gen- 
eration, in the opin'on of Dr. Carl 
Alsberg, director of the food résearch 
institute of Stanford University, who 
has just returned from the Institute 
of Pacific Relations, in Kyoto, Japan. 

Dr. Alsberg said that the food sit- 
uation in the Orient is entering a seri- 
ous phase and is particularly serious 
in Japan, Java.and China. 

“In Japan the population is increas- 
ing at the rate of 900,000 a year, 
while the available food supply is sta- 
tionary, said Dr. Alsberg. He added 
that em'gration is not the answer. 

‘“Industrialization, the other ans- 
wer, is difficult because of a lack of 
coal and oil, and because the rest of 
the world has built up high tariff 
wails against her manufactured 
goods,’ he said. 

Population in the Dutch East In- 
dies, especially Java, is increasing 
300,000 a year. Dr. Alsberg said, and 
Java now has a population of 39,- 
000,000, and no mines, factories, coal, 
oil or ores. 

“In China, with a population esti- 
matel between 250,000,000 and 450,- 
000,000, there is always a famine. The 
population is increasing and the food 
supply is not.

X-Ray Moving Picture Machine Helps 
Greatly In Diagnosis 

X-ray motion pictures or interior 
views of the human body! This is the 
latest innovation of the Science of 
Radiology and the use of the “Cin-ex 
Camera” was explained by Dr. H. A. 
Jarre, of Grace , Hospital, Detroit, 
Mich., before the {5th annual conven- 
tion of the Radiolog:cal Society of 
North America, 

More than 800 scientists and physi- 
cians who specialize in the use of ra- 
dium and X-ray, attended the five-day 
convention, held in Toronto. Dr. Jarre 


said in part: ‘“Untfl about a year ago 
we depended upon visual observations 
and the fluoroscopic screen, but in 
some X-ray studies the images ob- 
tained in this way are too faint and 
are otherwise not as valuable as they 
might be. Now we have an apparatus 
which resembles a moving picture 
film ‘which shows us many things we 


could not learn from a still photo- | 


graph. In the fall of 1928 we first 
built such an X-ray moving picture 
machine. We confine our pictures to 
the rate of one to four per second, 
while a regular motion picture cam- 
era takes 16 shots per second.

For Benefit Of Pedestrians 


England Has Novel Scheme Whereby 
Pedestians May Control Traffic 
At Crossings 


From England comes the announce- 
ment of a novel scheme to protect the 
rights of pedestrians in this age of 
ever-increasing automobile traffic. 
Electric buttons would be installed on 
street crossings whereby the lowly: 
man on foot would himself be able to 
operate the “Stop” and “Go” signals. 
But not without certain restrictions. 
When he had halted traffic it would 
be but one-quarter of a minute before 
the signal automatically returned to 
“Go,” and it would then be three- 
quarters of a minute before anyone 
else could again halt traffic. Thus the 
pedestrian would be given power to 
control the road one-quarter of the 
time.—New York Evening Post.
